to important disclosures. Only the other day Tanfiq Füshi 
and his advisers emphatically declared that so long as Arabi 
was alive, peace and order could not be said to be established 
on a firm basis in the country, and it seemed that they 
would not be satisfied with any. sentence, short of death, 
passed on him. This sudden change of front on their part is 
significant. In our opinion, this change of front is due to two 
canses: First, it is believed that some documents have fallen 
into the hands of British officers in Egypt which tend to im- 
plicate both the Porte and the Khedive. The Khedive must 
have imagined that, if his complicity were proved, he would 
himself get into trouble. Secondly, the engagement of the ser- 
vices of English counsel by Aräbi seems to have frightened 
him. But, of course, England could not assent to the proposed 
banishment of Aräbi until he was afforded an opportunity of 
defending his conduct. If it were found on enquiry. that he 
was in any way instigated by Turkey, the English Govern- 
ment would be able to settle the Egyptian difficulty indepen- 
dently of Turkey. It would be a good thing if Indian 
Musalméns were largely appointed to civil and military offices 
in Egypt. Obviously their services would prove more valu- 
able to that country than those of Albanians or Austrians.

They were allowed seats at Lord Mayo’s 
darbär held at Umballa, Lord Lytton's Imperial darbér at 
Delhi, and Lord Ripon’s darbär held on the 15th November, 
1880, at Lahore, All editors were admitted to the Lieute- 
nant-Governor’s darbärs when Mr. Thornton was Secretary 
to the Panjab Government. On the occasion of the Imperial 
darbär held by the Lieutenant-Gevernor on the lsat Janu- 
ary, 1880, the Mir Munshi of the Panjäb Secretariat. issued: 
tickets only to the editors of the Koh-i-Ndr and the Panjdbt. 
Akhbar, and refused to give tickets to other editors when they 
called on him at the Secretariat. Fortunately Sir Lepel.. 
Griffin happened to come to the Mir Munshi’s room at the 
time. Munshi Diwän Chand, the editor of the Raféh-i- Am, 
represented the matter to him, and he at once gave tickets 
to him and the editor of the journal of the Anjuman- i- Qasür, 
who was present there at the time, and also gave verbal orders 
to the Mir Munshi to enter the names of editors i in the list 
of. darbéris. The Mir Munshi did not admit’ any editors to 
the Imperial darbär held at Lahore on the 2nd J anuary 
last, but made them all sit under the gallery, which was & 
great dishonour to them.
